PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AMENDMENT TO THE LONGTIME HOMEOWNER EXEMPTION ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, Cook County is a home rule unit of government and hereby amends the Longtime 
Homeowner Exemption Ordinance 01-0-12 dated June 5, 2001; and 

WHEREAS, many longtime homeowners in gentrifying areas face the threat of being forced to sell their 
property due to the exponential increase of their property taxes; and 
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WHEREAS, in recognition of the severe economic circumstances many longtime homeowners have 
faced, the Illinois Legislature passed Public Act 88-451, the Longtime Owner-Occupant Tax Relief Act 
(35 ILCS 250, et. Seq.), in August 1993; and 

WHEREAS, on July 24, 1998, the Illinois Legislature passed Public Act 90-0648, amending the 
Longtime Owner-Occupant Property Tax Relief Act to require the participation of the City of Chicago 
and the Board of Education; and 

WHEREAS, on June 5, 2001, the Cook County Board of Commissioners passed the Longtime 
Homeowner Exemption Ordinance; and 

WHEREAS, counties, having a population of 100,000 or more, are authorized to enact an ordinance, in 
accordance with the provisions of the Act, that provides for property tax relief; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the Act, as a county with a population of more than 100,000, Cook County is 
authorized to enact an ordinance to provide tax relief to longtime homeowners within the County that may 
be eligible under the provisions set forth in the Act; and 

WHEREAS, as a matter of public policy, the Cook County Board of Commissioners has the authority 
and responsibility to enact property tax relief provisions that will enable eligible longtime homeowners to 
remain in financially secure possession of their homes. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the President and the Board of Commissioners of Cook 
County the following: 

TITLE OF ORDINANCE: Amendment to the Longtime Homeowner Exemption Ordinance. The 
Ordinance, adopted June 5, 2001 is amended as follows: 

An Ordinance creating the Homeowner Exemption for Long-term Properties (“H.E.L.P.”) Program to 
provide property tax relief to certain longtime homeowners in established neighborhoods, who are facing 
a dramatic rise in property taxes directly or indirectly attributable to gentrification. To be eligible, the 
longtime homeowner must own and reside in a Cook County Class 2 property for a minimum of ten 
years, or five years if the homeowner received assistance in the acquisition of property as part of a 
government or non-profit housing program. The Assessor shall verify potential eligible homeowners on 
an annual basis according to the eligibility criteria of the act and provide to the Cook County Clerk the 
infonnation necessary to calculate the exemption in accordance with the provisions set forth in this 
Ordinance. The Cook County Clerk shall then remove the exempt value from the calculation of the 
property tax and the Cook County Treasurer shall state on the tax bill the amount of the tax saved by the 
exemption. 

SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE. This Ordinance shall be known and may be known and citied as 
“Longtime Homeowner Exemption Ordinance”. 

SECTION 2. PURPOSE. The intent of this Ordinance is to stabilize the effects of soaring property 
taxes for longtime homeowners who otherwise may be displaced from neighborhoods where 
gentrification is occurring. 
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SECTION 3. DEFINITIONS. As used in this Ordinance: 

“Assessment District.” Cook County has a triennial reassessment cycle wherein one of the three districts 
within the county is reassessed each year. The three assessment districts are defined in the Illinois 
Property Tax Code (35 ILCS 200/9-220(B)). 

“AV.” Assessed Value as defined in the Cook County Real Property Assessment Classification 
Ordinance (Section 2, Class 2 and Section 3, Class 2). 

“Average Assessment Increase.” A percentage calculated by taking the value of all potentially 
qualifying Class 2 properties within the assessment district and determining the percent difference 
between the current reassessment value and the prior year’s assessment value. 

“EAV.” Equalized Assessed Value. The assessed value multiplied by the equalization factor calculated 
by the Illinois Department of Revenue. 

“H.E.L.P.” Homeowner Exemption for Long-term Properties calculated as follows: that portion of 
the current EAV for an eligible property which exceeds the sum of: (1) the EAV for the year prior to 
reassessment; plus (2) prior year EAV multiplied by a factor equal to 150% of the average assessment 
increase for the most current reassessment of the assessment district. 

“Class 2 Properties.” Residential properties as defined in the Cook County Real Property Assessment 
Ordinance (Section 2, Class 2). 

“Longtime Homeowners.” Persons who have owned and occupied a Cook County Class 2 property for 
ten years or more as their principal residence, or five years or more if the owner received assistance in the 
acquisition of the property as part of a government or non-profit housing program. “Longtime 
homeowners” also means persons who inherited the property from a spouse who owned and occupied a 
Class 2 property for ten years or more as their principal residence or five years or more if the owner 
received assistance in purchasing the residence from a government or non-profit housing program. 

“Triennial Reassessment.” Any reassessment of an assessment district, which occurs every third year as 
set forth in the Illinois Property Tax Code (35 ILCS 200/9-220(B)). 

SECTION 4. ADMINISTRATION OF THE SAVE OUR HOMES TAX RELIEF PROGRAM. 

(A) The Cook County Assessor shall hav e-i h e authority to. 

(I) Administer the Homeowner Exemption for Long-term Properties (“H.E.L.P.”) program as 
created by the enactment of this Ordinance and the amendment of this Ordinance and 
determine those homeowners eligible for the Longtime Homeowners Exemption and apply 
the exemption on behalf of the eligible homeowners, transmitting all appropriate information 
to the Cook County Clerk. 

— Cr e a te- application s for and d e t e rmin e pot e ntially to e nd th e program ba se d - on e ligib i l i ty 
crit e ria se t forth in this Ordinanc e and : 

(B) The Cook County Clerk shall have the authority to compute tax rates and calculate tax bill amounts 
and to provide this information to the Cook County Treasurer to implement the provisions of this 
Ordinance. 

(C) The Cook County Treasurer shall state on the tax bill the amount saved by the tax relief program. 
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SECTION 5. ELIGIBILITY CRITERIA. 

The following non e xclusiv e criteria shall be used to verify a longtime homeowner’s eligibility for the 
H.E.L.P program on an annual basis: 

1) Homeowner is an owner-occupant of a Cook County Class 2 property, and that property has 
been the homeowner’s principal residence for at least ten consecutive years as of January 1 of 
the reassessment year. A homeowner may become eligible for an exemption in a year 
subsequent to reassessment if a ten year consecutive residency has been established by 
January 1 of that year; or 

2) Homeowner is an owner-occupant of a Cook County Class 2 property, and that property has 
been the homeowner’s principal residence for at least Five consecutive years, if the 
homeowner received assistance in the acquisition of the property as part of a government or 
non-profit housing program under the following guidelines: 

(a) The program is restricted to qualified homebuyers on the basis of the household income 
of the homebuyer; and 

(b) The income restriction for the homebuyer did not exceed 120% of the area median 
income as defined by the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development; and 

(c) The subsidy exceeds $5,000 or 5% of the development cost of the property, whichever 
is greater; and 

(d) The homebuyer is restricted from selling the house at full market price for at least five 
years from the date of purchase. 

The Cook County Board shall determine whether a purchase assistance program is qualified 
under the provisions of this Ordinance; and 

3) Homeowner's property must have an AV increase that exceeds 150% of the current average 
AV increase for Class 2 properties in the assessment district where the property is located; 
and 

4) H om e own e r's annual - hous e hold incom e for th e y e ar of th e hom e own e r -s tr ie nnial ass e ssm e nt 
do e s not e xc ee d on e hundr e d and fift ee n p e rc e nt (115%) - of — th e Chicago Pr i mary 
M e tropolitan Statistical Ar e a m e di a n incom e as d e fin e d by th e- Unit e d Stat e s D e partm e nt of 
Housing and Urban D e v e lopm e nt; and 

4 5-) For any triennial assessment cycle, homeowner did not cause a substantial improvement, 
which resulted in an increase of fair cash value in the property in excess of the $45,000 
allowance as set forth in the Illinois Property Tax Code (35 ILCS 200/15-180). 

SECTION 6. APPLYING THE EXEMPTION. 

(A) The Cook County Assessor shall: 

(1) Annually verify pot e ntial eligible homeowners; and 

(2) Provide to the Cook County Clerk the information necessary to calculate the exemption in 
accordance with the Ordinance. 

(B) The Cook County Clerk shall remove the exempt value from the calculation of the property tax. 
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(C) The Cook County Treasurer shall state on the tax bill the amount of tax saved by the exemption. 

SECTION 7. ELIGIBIL I TY NOT I F I CAT I ON.

SECTION 8 7. APPLICATION. 

This Amended Ordinance shall first apply to the assessment district of the 2002 tax year and to each 

assessment district thereafter. 

SECTION 9 8. REQUIREMENTS FOR DETERMINATION OF PARTICIPATION. 

Any taxing agency exercising the provision(s) in the Amended Longtime Owner-Occupant Property Tax 

Relief Act (35 ILCS 250, et seq.) shall: 

(1) File a resolution or ordinance with the Cook County Clerk no later than the last Tuesday in 
December of the year for which the taxes are assessed; and 

(2) In the any event that any taxing agency adopts eligibility standards or criteria which differ 
from those provided herein at Section 5, the taxing agency shall certify a list of parcels 
(Permanent Index Numbers) deemed eligible by the taxing agency to the Cook County 
Assessor no later than the last Tuesday in December of the year for which the taxes are 
assessed. 

SECTION 9. EFFECTIVE DATE. 

This Ordinance takes effect upon becoming law.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

COOK COUNTY TAXPAYER ACTION BOARD ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook contains many taxing bodies that affect the taxpayers of Cook 
County; and 
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WHEREAS, taxpayers need an organized voice to represent them before these taxing bodies; and 

WHEREAS, effective democratic representation of taxpayers before all these units of 
government that impose taxes is in the general interest of all taxpayers and citizens of Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, fair and informed debate, with all points of view being adequately represented, is 
the best way to arrive at sound governmental decisions. 

NOW, PURSUANT TO THE HOME RULE AUTHORITY OF THE COUNTY OF COOK 
AS VESTED IN IT BY THE ILLINOIS CONSTITUTION, THERE IS HEREBY ENACTED THE 
FOLLOWING ORDINANCE: 

Section 1. Short title. This Ordinance may be cited as the Cook County Taxpayer Action Board 
Ordinance. 

Section 5. Purpose. The purpose of this Ordinance is to promote the health, welfare, and 
prosperity of all citizens of this State who reside in Cook County by (i) ensuring effective and democratic 
representation of taxpayers before all units of local government that impose taxes in Cook County and (ii) 
by providing for taxpayer education on taxing and spending by those units of local government. This 
purpose shall be deemed a county-wide interest and not a private or special concern. 

Section 10. Definitions. As used in this Ordinance: 

"Campaign contribution" means any money, good, service, a credit, or other benefit provided or 
promised for the purpose of electing a candidate to the board of directors of TAB. 

"Campaign contribution" does not include: (i) the value of services provided without 
compensation by individuals who volunteer a portion or all of their time on behalf of a candidate or 
political committee; (ii) the use of real or personal property voluntarily provided by an individual for 
candidate-related activities; or (iii) the cost of invitations, food, and beverages provided by an individual 
for candidate-related activities on the individual's residential premises, if the cumulative value of these 
items provided to any candidate by an individual does not exceed $100 for any election. 

"Campaign expenditure" means any payment, use, distribution, or gift of money or anything of 
value made or promised for the purpose of electing a candidate to the board of directors of TAB. 

"Campaign expenditure" does not include: (i) the value of sendees provided without 
compensation by individuals who volunteer a portion or all of their time on behalf of a candidate or 
political committee; (ii) the use of real or personal property voluntarily provided by an individual for 
candidate-related activities; or (iii) the cost of invitations, food, and beverages provided by an individual 
for candidate-related activities on the individual's residential premises, if the cumulative value of these 
items provided to any candidate by an individual does not exceed $100 for any election. 

"TAB" means the Cook County Taxpayer Action Board. 

"Director" means any person duly elected or appointed to TAB board of directors under Section 
60 or 65 of this Ordinance. 

"Member" means any person who meets the requirements for membership in TAB set forth in 
Section 15 of this Ordinance. 
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"Redistricting" means the redistricting of county board districts. 

"Taxpayer" means any citizen of Cook County who pays taxes, fees or tolls, either directly or 
indirectly, to any unit of local government within the county. 

"The county", unless otherwise defined, means Cook County. 

Section 15. TAB created; membership; fees; dissolution. 

(a) Through the passage of this Ordinance, there is created a non-profit public body corporate 
and politic to be known as the Cook County Taxpayer Action Board. 

(b) The membership of TAB shall consist of all natural persons who are residents of Cook 
County and have contributed to TAB the required annual membership fee in the preceding 12 months. 

(c) Until 180 days after TAB'S first election of directors, TAB'S annual membership fee shall be 
$5. Thereafter, TAB may, by vote of its board of directors, alter the annual membership fee and may 
create a sliding fee structure related to a member's income. 

(d) TAB shall not be an agency of the State or county government. 

(e) If, after TAB has been incorporated for a period of 3 years, TAB's membership remains 
below 500 members for an entire year, the board of directors of TAB shall dissolve TAB. 

Section 20. TAB duties and functions; rights and powers. 

(a) TAB shall: 

(1) inform, educate, and advise taxpayers and others on taxes and spending by all units of local 
government in Cook County; 

(2) represent and promote the interests of taxpayers in local tax matters as individual taxpayers 
and collectively in terms of local community needs and broad public interest; 

(3) take affirmative measures to encourage membership by low and moderate income and 
minority taxpayers, disseminate information and advice to these taxpayers, and represent their interests in 
local tax matters; 

(4) inform, insofar as possible, taxpayers about TAB, including the procedures for obtaining 
membership in TAB; and 

(5) refrain from interfering with collective bargaining rights of any employee of a unit of local 
government. 

(b) TAB shall have, in addition to the rights and powers provided by other provisions of this 
Ordinance, the following rights and powers: 

(1) To represent the interests of taxpayers in local tax matters before units of State and local 
government, legislative bodies, and other public forums, at levy hearings and other proceedings of 
concern to taxpayers. 
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(2) To initiate, intervene as a party, or otherwise participate on behalf of taxpayers in any 
proceeding that TAB reasonably determines may affect the interests of taxpayers. 

(3) To sue on behalf of any member, group of members, or all members for judicial relief, 
including damages, in any court of competent jurisdiction in regard to any tax matter. 

(4) To represent the interest of taxpayers in the resolution of complaints involving a unit of local 
government. 

(5) To negotiate on behalf of taxpayers with units of local government. 

(6) To represent the interests of corporations, unincorporated businesses, and associations in tax 
matters before units of local government, legislative bodies, and other public forums where such 
representation is in the interests of taxpayers. 

(7) To conduct, support, and assist research, surveys, and investigations in tax matters. 

(8) To contract for services that cannot reasonably be performed by its employees. 

(9) To make, amend, and repeal bylaws and rules for the regulation of its affairs and the conduct 
of its business; to adopt an official seal and alter it at pleasure; to maintain an office; to sue and be sued in 
its own name, plead and be implead; and to make and execute contracts and other instruments necessary 
or convenient to the exercise of the powers of TAB. 

(10) To employ any agents, employees, and special advisors as it finds necessary and to fix their 
compensation. 

(11) To solicit and accept gifts, loans, or other aid in order to support activities concerning the 
interests of taxpayers; except that TAB may not accept gifts, loans, or other aid from any unit of local 
government or from any official, employee, or agent or member of the immediate family of an official, 
employee, or agent of any unit of local government. Under this paragraph, "aid" does not mean payment 
of membership dues. 

(12) To implement solicitation for TAB funding and membership. 

(13) To seek tax exempt status under State and federal law, including 501(c)(3) status under the 
United States Internal Revenue Code. 

(14) To provide information and advice to taxpayers on any matter with respect to taxes. 

The powers, duties, rights, and privileges conferred or imposed upon TAB by this Ordinance may 
not be transferred. 

(c) TAB shall make available to the public any of the following documents prepared by or filed 
with TAB within the preceding 7 years: 

(1) Minutes of the board of directors meetings. 

(2) Director's or executive director's financial statements. 

(3) Candidate's financial statements. 

(4) Annual reports of TAB. 

Section 25. Board of directors. TAB shall be managed by, and its powers, functions and duties 
shall be exercised through, a board of directors to be composed as follows: 
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(a) Election and terms of directors. There shall be one director for each county board district. 
TAB districts shall be divided into 2 groups for the purpose of establishing terms for which the directors 
shall be elected in each group. One group shall be comprised of the even numbered county board 
districts. The odd numbered county board districts shall comprise the other group. 

(1) The interim board, within 60 days after their appointment, shall meet and publicly determine 
by lot which group shall be the First group and which group shall be the second. The board members or 
their successors from the first group shall be elected for successive terms of 2 years, 2 years, and 4 years; 
and members or their successors from the second group shall be elected for successive terms of 4 years, 2 
years, and 2 years. 

(2) The first election of directors of the board is to be held no later than 8 months after the first 
meeting of the interim board. Subsequent elections of directors of the board shall be held every 2 years 
after the first election. The board, however, may change the election date for the second election to up to 
one month before or after the second anniversary of the first election. All subsequent elections shall 
occur every 2 years on the anniversary of the second election. This cycle shall begin anew in the year 
following each decennial redistricting. If the election day falls on a weekend or holiday, the election shall 
occur on the next business day. In the year following a decennial redistricting all directors terms shall 
end and elections for directors from the redrawn county board districts shall be held. 

(3) Interim and elected board members shall serve until their successors are elected and have 
qualified. 

(4) Within 45 days after the redistricted county board districts are enacted, the board shall 
publicly allocate terms by lot between the 2 groups of districts as provided in paragraph (1) of this 
subsection. Board members or their successors from the first group shall be elected for successive terms 
of 2 years, 4 years, and 4 years; and members or their successors from the second group shall be elected 
for successive terms of 4 years, 4 years, and 2 years. In the year following a decennial redistricting all 
directors' terms shall end and elections for directors from the redrawn county board districts shall be held. 

(5) In the event that county board districts are redrawn for reasons other than a decennial 
restricting, within 45 days after the redistricted county board districts are enacted, the board shall publicly 
allocate terms by lot between the 2 groups of districts as provided in paragraph (1) of this subsection. The 
board shall select terms for both groups in a manner consistent, to the extent possible, with subsection 
(a)(4) of this Section to ensure staggered elections until a decennial redistricting occurs. 

(b) Qualifications. A director shall be a resident of the district he or she represents and a member 
of TAB. No director may hold any elective position in federal, State, or local government. 

(c) Employment of director’s family member. No director nor member of his or her immediate 
family shall, either directly or indirectly, be employed for compensation as a staff member or consultant 
of TAB. 


(d) Meetings. The board shall hold regular meetings at least once every 3 months on the dates 
and at the places as it may determine. Special meetings may be called by the president or by a majority of 
the directors upon at least 7 days advance written notice. Unless otherwise provided in the bylaws, a 
majority of the board of directors shall constitute a quorum. In no event, however, shall a quorum consist 
of less than one-third of the board of directors. The act of the majority of the directors present at a 
meeting at which a quorum is present shall be the act of the board of directors unless the act of a greater 
number is required by this Ordinance or its bylaws. A summary of the minutes of every board meeting 
shall be made available to each public library in the county upon request and to individuals upon request. 
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(e) Expenses. A director may not receive any compensation for his or her services, but shall be 
reimbursed for necessary expenses, including travel expenses incurred in the discharge of duties. The 
board shall establish standard allowances for mileage, room, and meals and the purposes for which 
allowances may be made. The board shall detennine the reasonableness and necessity for 
reimbursements. The board shall include the schedule of standard allowances in the annual report under 
paragraph (4) of subsection (c) of Section 20. 

(f) Bonding. Directors and employees eligible to disburse funds shall be bonded. The costs of 
the bonds shall be paid by TAB. 

Section 30. Duties of the board; executive director. The board shall have the following duties: 

(a) To establish the policy of TAB regarding appearances before units of local government, 
legislative bodies, and other public authorities and regarding other activities that TAB has the authority to 
perform under this Ordinance. 

(b) To employ an executive director who shall have the following powers and duties, subject at 
all times to the direction and supervision of the board: 

(1) To implement the policy established by the board under subsection (a). 

(2) To employ and discharge employees of TAB. 

(3) To supervise the offices, facilities, and work of the employees of TAB. 

(4) To have custody of and maintain the books, records, and membership rolls of TAB. 

(5) To prepare and submit to the board annual and quarterly statements of the financial and 
substantive operations of TAB and financial estimates for the future operations of TAB. 

(6) To attend and participate in meetings of the board, but without a vote. 

(7) To file annually with the board a current financial statement that includes the information 
required under subsection (c) of Section 65. 

(8) To exercise any other powers and perform any other duties as the board delegates. 

(c) To hold an annual meeting of the membership on a date and at a place within the county to be 
determined by the board under Section 45. 

(d) To assure preparation of: 

(1) Up-to-date membership rolls. 

(2) Quarterly statements of the financial and substantive operations of TAB. 

(3) An audit of TAB’s books at least once each fiscal year. The audit shall be by a certified 
public accountant. 
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(4) A report at the close of TAB's fiscal year. This report shall be made available to each of 
TAB’s members, as well as to members of the news media who request it. Also, the report shall be made 
available to each library in the county that requests it, and to individuals upon request. 

(e) To establish and make available to the public a written policy on the availability and 
distribution of all records required to be kept by TAB under this Ordinance. 

(f) To prepare membership applications and distribute the applications in sufficient amounts or in 
machine copyable form, upon request, to every library system in the county, as defined in Section 2 of the 
Illinois Library System Act, for distribution of the applications to all of the public libraries throughout the 
county, so taxpayers may obtain the applications to submit to TAB, with annual dues, for membership. 

(g) To provide all candidates for election to the board as district directors a current list of 
members residing in the candidate's district within 5 days of a request by the candidate. The board may 
restrict a candidate's use of a list as it deems appropriate. 

(h) To carry out all other duties and responsibilities imposed upon TAB and the board under this 
Ordinance. 

Section 35. Director financial statement. Every director shall annually file with the board a 
current financial statement which includes the information required under subsection (c) of Section 65. 

Section 40. Executive director; qualifications. 

(a) The executive director hired by the board shall have the same qualifications as a director 
under Section 65. except that the executive director need not be a resident of the county nor a member of 
TAB. The executive director may not be a candidate for director while serving as executive director. 

(b) The board shall adhere to any applicable State or federal law prohibiting discrimination in 
employment in hiring the executive director under Section 30. 

(c) The board shall require all applicants for the position of executive director of TAB to file a 
financial statement that includes the information required under subsection (c) of Section 65. The board 
shall require the executive director to annually file a current statement. 

Section 45. Annual membership meeting. All members shall be eligible to attend, participate in, 
and vote in the annual membership meeting called by the board under subsection (c) of Section 30. The 
meeting shall be open to the public and shall be held in different districts on a rotating basis to the extent 
feasible. Each year a meeting shall be held in each board district for the members of the district. The 
members shall receive notice of that meeting at least 14 days in advance. 

Section 50. Mailing procedure. 

(a) As used in this Section: 

"Enclosure" means a card, leaflet, envelope, or combination thereof furnished by TAB under this 

Section. 


"County mailing" means any mailing by the county to 1000 or more citizens. 
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“Mailing" means any documentary , non-electronic. communication including, but not limited to. 
letters, flyers, notices and newsletters. Unless otherwise noted, mailing is not limited to documentary 
communications delivered by the U.S. Postal Service. 

(b) To accomplish its powers and duties under Section 30 of this Ordinance, TAB, subject to the 
following limitations, may prepare and furnish, to the Cook County Treasurer a TAB enclosure to be 
included with the property tax bill. 

(1) The Cook County Treasurer shall include the TAB enclosure within the property tax bill. 

(2) An enclosure furnished by TAB under this Section shall be provided to the Cook County 
Treasurer in a reasonable period of time in advance of the mailing. 

(3) An enclosure furnished by TAB under this Section shall be limited to informing the reader of 
the purpose, nature, and activities of TAB as set forth in this Ordinance and stating that the reader may 
become a member in TAB, maintain membership in TAB, and contribute money directly to TAB. 

(c) TAB shall reimburse the Cook County Treasurer for all reasonable incremental costs incurred 
in complying with this Section above the Treasurer's normal mailing and handling costs, provided that: 

(1) the Cook County Treasurer shall first furnish TAB with an itemized accounting of the 
additional cost; and 

(2) TAB shall not be required to reimburse the Cook County Treasurer for postage costs if the 
weight of TAB's enclosure does not exceed 0.35 ounce avoirdupois. If TAB'S enclosure exceeds that 
weight, then it shall only be required to reimburse the Cook County Treasurer for postage cost over and 
above what the county's postage cost would have been had the enclosure weighed only 0.35 avoirdupois. 

(d) TAB shall seek authority from municipalities and other local units of government within 
Cook County to include enclosures within mailings by the municipalities and units of local government of 
tax bills, utility bills, vehicle sticker renewal notices, newsletters, and other mailings to 100 or more 
citizens. This authority shall be sought under terms similar to those in subsections (a), (b), and (c) of this 
Section, but TAB may accept this authority under any terms which it deems are in the best interest of 
TAB. 


Section 55. Prohibited acts. 

(a) No person may penalize any person who contributes to TAB or participates in any of its 
activities in retribution for any such contributions or participation. 

(b) No person may act with intent to prevent, interfere with, or hinder the activities permitted 
under this Ordinance. 

(c) A person who violates this Section shall be fined not more than $1,000. Each violation shall 
constitute a separate offense. A person who knowingly and willfully violates this Section may be 
imprisoned not more than 6 months. 

Section 60. Interim board of directors. 
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(a) Within 90 days after this Ordinance becomes effective an interim board of directors shall be 
appointed. There shall be one interim director for each county board district. Each interim director shall 
be appointed by the Cook County Commissioner of that district. To the extent possible, the appointees 
shall reflect minority groups, low-income persons, labor organizations, business, women, senior citizens, 
and various geographical areas in the county. No interim director appointed under this Section may hold 
an elective position in, or be employed by, federal. State, or local government. 

(b) The interim board appointed under this Section shall: 

(1) As soon as possible after appointment, organize for the transaction of business. 

(2) Inform taxpayers of the existence, nature, and purposes of TAB, and encourage them to join 
TAB, to participate in TAB’S activities, and to contribute to TAB. 

(3) Elect officers as provided under Section 75. 

(4) Employ such staff as the interim directors deem necessary to carry out the purposes of this 
Section. The interim board appointed under this Section shall follow the procedures required under 
Section 40 if it hires an executive director. 

(5) Make all necessary preparations for the first election of directors, oversee the election 
campaign, and tally the votes under Section 65. 

(6) Solicit funds for TAB. 

(7) Carry out all other duties and exercise all other powers accorded to the board under this 
Ordinance including the powers given to TAB under Section 20. 

Section 65. Nominations and elections. 

(a) Eligibility. To be eligible for election to the board, a candidate must: 

(1) Meet the qualifications for directors under Section 25. 

(2) Have his or her nomination certified by the board under subsection (b) of this Section. 

(3) Submit a statement of financial interests to the board as required by subsection (c) and a 
statement of personal background and positions as required by subsection (d). 

(4) Make the affirmation under paragraph (5) of subsection (c). 

(b) Nomination. A person who wants to be a candidate for election to the board shall file a 
statement of intent to be a candidate with the board no later than 31 days before the election. Upon 
receipt of the statement of intent the board shall certify the nomination of the candidate. 

(c) Statement of financial interests. With his or her statement of intent, a candidate for election 
to the board shall submit to the board a statement of financial interests upon a form provided by the board. 
The statement of financial interests shall include the following information: 
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(1) The occupation, employer, and position at place of employment of the candidate and his or 
her immediate family members. 

(2) A list of all corporate directorships or other offices, and of all fiduciary relationships, held in 
the past 3 years by the candidate and by his or her immediate family members. 

(3) The name of any creditor to whom the candidate or a member of the candidate's immediate 
family owes $10,000 or more. 

(4) The name of any corporation in which the candidate holds a security with a current market 
value of $5,000 or more. 

(5) An affirmation, subject to penalty of peijury, that the information contained in the statement 
of financial interest is true and complete. 

(d) Statement of personal background and positions. A candidate for election to the board shall 
submit to the board with his or her statement of intent, on a form to be provided by the board, a statement 
concerning his or her personal background and positions on issues relating to taxes or the operations of 
TAB. The statement shall contain an affirmation, subject to penalty of peijury, that the candidate meets 
the qualifications prescribed for directors in subsection (b) of Section 25. 

(e) Restrictions on, and reporting of, campaign contributions and expenditures. 

(1) No candidate may accept more than $200 in campaign contributions from any person or 
political committee for a period beginning one year before the date of an election through the date of the 
election. 

(2) Each candidate for election to the board shall keep complete records of all contributions to 
his or her campaign of $25 or more for a period beginning one year before the date of an election through 
the date of the election and. at the board's request, shall make these records available for inspection by the 
board. 


(3) As a condition for receiving the benefits of the board's mailing under subsection (f). a 
candidate for election to the board shall agree in writing to incur no more than $1,500 in campaign 
expenditures from the time he or she files a statement of intent or from 4 months prior to the election, 
whichever is earlier, through date of election. 

(4) Each candidate for election to the board shall keep complete records of his or her campaign 
expenditures and, at the board's request, shall make the records available for inspection by the board. 

(5) No earlier than 14 days and no later than 8 days before the election, each candidate for 
election to the board shall submit to the board, on a form provided by the board, an accurate statement of 
his or her campaign contributions, swearing that he or she has fully complied with the requirements of 
this subsection. 

(6) No candidate for election to the board may use any campaign contribution for any purpose 
except for campaign expenditures. Any campaign contribution not expended shall be donated no later 
than 90 days after the election to TAB or to any charitable organization at the option of the candidate. 

(f) Election procedures. 
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(1) Not sooner than 30 and not later than 10 days before the date fixed for the election, the board 
shall mail or distribute, to each member's address on file with TAB, an official ballot listing all candidates 
for director from the member's district who satisfy the requirements of subsection (a). With the ballot, the 
board shall include each candidate's statement of financial interests submitted under subsection (c). With 
each ballot the board shall also include the statement by each candidate of personal background and 
positions as required under subsection (d). if the candidate has agreed in writing to limit his or her 
campaign expenditures under subsection (e). 

(2) Each member may vote in the election by returning his or her official ballot in person or by 
first class mail, properly marked, to the ballot return location designated by TAB. Ballots returned to the 
location designated by TAB must be postmarked on or before the date fixed for the election or must be 
received at the ballot return location designated by TAB on or before the date fixed for the election. 

(3) Voting shall be by secret ballot. 

(4) The board shall tally votes with all reasonable speed and shall inform the membership 
promptly of the names of the candidates elected. 

(5) Within 30 days after the election, the board for each district shall certify the candidate elected 
to the board if the candidate has the most votes in the district and if he or she has complied with this 
Section. 


(6) If a vacancy in nomination occurs because no candidate has filed for nomination, the board, 
by a majority of those voting, shall appoint a member of TAB who resides in the district to be the 
candidate. 

(7) If the candidate with the most votes dies, declines, or resigns from candidacy before being 
certified under paragraph (5), the office for which the candidate ran shall be vacant and shall be filled by 
the board as provided in paragraph (8). 

(8) If a vacancy on the board occurs with more than 12 months remaining in the term, the board 
shall set a date for a special election for the district for the purpose of electing a director to serve out the 
term of the vacant office and shall so notify every member in the district. The election may be not less 
than 2 months nor more than 4 months after the notification. An election under this Section shall be 
conducted in the same manner as other elections of directors. If less than 12 months remains in the term 
of a director, the board may appoint a member of TAB who resides in the district where the vacancy 
exists to be the director from that district. 

(g) Election rules. The board may prescribe rules for the conduct of elections and election 
campaigns consistent with this Ordinance. 

Section 70. Public inspection of statements. Statements filed with TAB shall be available for 
public inspection at the office of TAB during reasonable hours of the day. These records may be copied. 
TAB may charge a reasonable fee for the cost of the copies. 

Section 75. Board officers. 

(a) Election. The interim board of directors and the board of directors, at the first regular 
meeting of each at which a quorum is present, shall elect by a majority vote of the directors present and 
voting a president, vice president, secretary, and treasurer. The board may elect other officers as it deems 
necessary. 
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(b) Term of office. 

(1) Board officers shall begin serving immediately upon their election and their term of office 
shall be one year. After his or her term of office has expired, a board officer shall continue to serve until 
his or her successor is elected. 

(2) If a board office is vacant, the board shall elect a successor to serve out the term of the office. 

(c) Powers and duties. Board officers shall exercise powers and perform duties as prescribed by 
this Ordinance or as delegated to them by the board. 

Section 80. Gifts; solicitations. 

(a) No person may offer or give anything of monetary value to any director, employee, or agent 
of TAB if the offer or gift influences or is intended to influence the action or judgment of the director, 
employee, or agent of TAB in his or her capacity as director, employee, or agent of TAB. 

(b) No director, employee, or agent of TAB may solicit or accept anything of monetary value 
from any person if the solicitation or acceptance influences or is intended to influence the official action 
or judgment of the director, employee, or agent in his or her capacity as director, employee, or agent of 
TAB. 

(c) Any person who knowingly and willfully violates this Section shall be fined not more than 
$1,000, imprisoned not more than 6 months, or both. 

(d) The board shall remove from office any director convicted under this Section and shall fill 
that office as provided in Section 65. 

Section 85. Endorsement of political party or candidate. TAB may not sponsor, endorse, or 
otherwise support, nor may it oppose, any political party or the candidacy of any person for elected public 
office. 


Section 90. Referendum. In no manner shall Section 85 be construed to prohibit TAB to 
advocate the adoption or defeat of any question of public policy that appears on the ballot at any election. 

Section 95. Expenses; liabilities. All expenses of TAB incurred in carrying out this Ordinance 
shall be payable solely from the funding as provided under this Ordinance and no liability may be 
incurred by TAB beyond the extent to which moneys have been provided under this Ordinance. For the 
purposes of meeting the necessary expenses of postage, preparing, and printing the enclosure, initial 
organization, and operation of TAB for the period commencing on the date this Ordinance becomes 
effective in the county and continuing until the first election of the board of directors under Section 65, 
however, TAB or any individual on behalf of TAB may borrow money as it requires. Money so 
borrowed by TAB or any individual shall subsequently be repaid with appropriate interest over a 
reasonable period of time. In addition, TAB shall be authorized to seek a loan of $250,000 dollars from 
the Cook County Treasurer at appropriate interest over a reasonable period of time for the purposes of 
meeting the necessary expenses of postage, preparing, and printing the enclosure, initial organization, and 
operation of TAB for the period commencing on the date this Ordinance becomes effective in the county 
and continuing until the first election of the board of directors under Section 65. The Cook County 
Treasurer shall comply with any such request for a loan from TAB. 
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Section 100. Dissolution. TAB may dissolve or be dissolved under the General Not-For-Profit 
Corporation Act of 1986. 

Section 105. Tax levy; pledge of credit; obligations. TAB shall have no right or authority to levy 
any tax or special assessment, to pledge the credit of the State or any other subdivision or municipal 
corporation of the State, or to incur any obligation enforceable upon any property within or without the 
county in which TAB operates. 

Section 110. Construction. 

(a) This Ordinance, being necessary for the welfare of the county and its inhabitants, shall be 
liberally construed to effect its purposes. 

(b) Nothing in this Ordinance shall be construed to (i) limit the right of any person to initiate, 
intervene in, or otherwise participate in any regulatory agency proceeding or court action, (ii) require any 
petition or notification to TAB as a condition precedent to the exercise of any right, or (iii) relieve any 
regulatory agency or court of any obligation, or to affect its discretion, to permit intervention or 
participation by any person in any proceeding or action. 

Section 115. Severability. The provisions of this Ordinance are severable. 

Section 999. Effective date. This Ordinance takes effect upon becoming law.

ADULT PROBATION DEPARTMENT 
GRANT AWARD 

Transmitting a Communication, dated July 7, 2003 from 
TIMOTHY C. EVANS, Chief Judge, Circuit Court of Cook County 

requesting that the Cook County Board of Commissioners authorize the Adult Probation Department, 
Circuit Court of Cook County, to accept a grant in the amount of $184,006.00 from the Illinois 
Department of Human Services (IDHS). This grant will fund a program in the department's Mental 
Health Unit that provides intensive supervision and coordinates treatment services for probationers who 
have learning and mental disabilities. The program is designed to ensure these probationers receive 
maximum opportunities for successful completion of probation and placement in the community. 
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This grant will expire in conjunction with the end of the state’s fiscal year on June 30, 2004. This 
longstanding program has been funded annually by IDHS.

VITAL RECORDS FEES FOR THE COUNTY CLERK 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Clerk maintains marriage, birth and death records for Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, Section 25 of the Vital Records Act allows the County Clerk to collect a fee for copies of 
records equal to the fees collected by the Illinois Department of Public Health; and 

WHEREAS, certain records of genealogical interest are available to the general public, i.e., marriage 
records older than 50 years, birth records older than 75 years and death records older than 20 years; and 

WHEREAS, requests for genealogical documents are often based on incomplete or inaccurate 
information as to the names of the persons whose records are requested and the dates of the events in the 
records; and 

WHEREAS, searches for such records involve the use of multiple indices in different formats, such as 
computer databases, microfilm, microfiche, computer printouts and handwritten logs; and 

WHEREAS, the records themselves are stored in different formats and according to different organizing 
systems; and 

WHEREAS, the production of each document is a manual process involving pulling a microfilm roll and 
making a copy, or pulling a bound volume and photocopying the document; and 

WHEREAS, such records are maintained at two locations, the County Building Bureau of Vital Statistics 
and the County Warehouse at 23rd and Rockwell; and 

WHEREAS, a missing record is subjected to three searches, two by staff and one by a supervisor before 
the record is declared not found. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1. The County Clerk shall charge and collect a fee of $15.00 for the first copy and $2.00 for 
subsequent copies of any genealogical birth, death or marriage certificate. 

Section 2. When a request for a copy or copies of any genealogical birth, death or marriage 
certificate is accompanied by the correct registration number for the certificate requested, the County 
Clerk shall charge and collect a fee of $7.00 for the first copy and $2.00 for subsequent copies of any 
genealogical birth, death or marriage certificate.

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING THE COOK COUNTY ZONING 
ORDINANCE REZONING CERTAIN PROPERTY 
AND PROVIDING FOR A SPECIAL USE 
IN BARRINGTON TOWNSHIP 


WHEREAS, the owner of certain property located in Barrington Township described in Sections 1 and 2 
herein, has petitioned the Cook County Board of Commissioners to have the property rezoned from R-I 
Single Family Residence District to R-3 Single Family Residence District, and a Special Use in the R-3 
Single Family Residence District for a Preliminary Planned Unit Development of 14 detached single

Your Committee on Administration of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met pursuant to 
notice on Wednesday, September 3, 2003 at the hour of 1:00 P.M. in the Board Room, Room 569, County 
Building, 118 North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

Your Committee has considered the following items and upon adoption of this report, the 
recommendations are as follows: 

1. Review of pending corrections to County Proceedings. 

2. Procedures for conducting bid proceedings by members of the Board of Commissioners. 

3. Review of alternate methods of solicitation, receipt and processing of bids. 

4. Information on continuous supply of electrical power by conventional or through alternate 
sources to ensure administrative function of county governmental units. 

ITEM #1 

Chairman Hansen stated that everyone on the committee should have received a copy of the Proposed 
Amendments to the Journal of Proceedings of December 3, 2002 through May 6, 2003, which was 
prepared by the Cook County Clerk's Office. He also stated that no further action needs to be taken at 
this time because it appears on the Cook County Board Agenda of September 4, 2003 to be reconsidered. 
(The referenced document is on file with the Office of the County Clerk.) 

ITEM #2 


Chairman Hansen stated that a Guide for Bid Opening Procedures/Acceptance of Bids for the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners was distributed to the commissioners. He stated that the guide is not 
mandatory; it is a guide for the commissioners. 

Commissioner Steele stated that she is concerned with the County’s process; she stated that there are too 
many corrections that need to be made after the bids have been opened. 
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Chairman Hansen asked for a motion to recommend the guide to the Board. 

Commissioner Murphy, seconded by Commissioner Gorman, moved to recommend the Guide for 
Bid Opening Procedures to the Cook County Board. The motion carried. 

ITEM #3 

Chairman Hansen stated in regards to electronic bidding the Purchasing Agent and his staff are currently 
reviewing the information and are also continuing to gather information from other government agencies. 
A letter has been received to this effect. 

Chairman Hansen asked for a motion to continue to look into the electronic bidding. 

Commissioner Murphy, seconded by Commissioner Steele, moved to continue the discussion 
regarding information on the electronic bidding at the next Administration Committee meeting. 
The motion carried. 

ITEM #4 

Chairman Hansen stated that after the power outage that occurred out East, he wrote a letter of concern to 
Michael LaMont, Director, Office of Capital Planning and Policy. A response was passed out to the 
commissioners. The answer shows that electricity under unusual circumstances is sufficient to run 
elevators, emergency lighting, emergency telephones, etc. Chairman Hansen stated that he raised the 
question whether the County Building would be capable of operating under all circumstances. Chairman 
Hansen stated that Michael LaMont stated that this can be looked at. Chairman Hansen further stated that 
Michael LaMont is willing to study this further to see what it would take under all circumstances. 

Commissioner Sims stated that there should be something set in place where in a catastrophe the County 
Building would function as a command center. In conclusion Commissioner Sims stated that she would 
like to see the Administration Committee look into setting something up and not depending solely on the 
Sheriff. 

Commissioner Steele stated that after September 11,2001, there was a committee put in place and Gerald 
Nichols was appointed to the Countywide Task Force Committee to represent the County’s interest. 

Commissioner Murphy stated that after September 11, 2001, there was talk about trying to have an 
umbrella group set up that would control everything in case of a catastrophe. Further, Commissioner 
Murphy stated that the County should find out what the City of Chicago is doing. 

Helen Haynes, State's Attorney’s Office, stated that she would like to make the Commissioners aware 
that Cook County has a “Cook County Emergency Services and Disaster Agency Ordinance”, which 
relates to the Illinois Emergency Management Agency Act (IEMA), the statewide act which coordinates 
with all the different governmental entities. She stated that this particular ordinance has been in the books 
for a long time; it was recently looked at in conjunction with the TOPOFF exercise because it tracks the 
old statute. Further, she stated that under the ordinance and statute the President of the County Board as 
the Chief Executive Officer has a number of powers and is also responsible for appointing the coordinator 
of the Cook County Emergency Services and Disaster Agency; which she stated is the Sheriff. 

Finally, Ms. Haynes stated that the ordinance deals with communications to the Commissioners in the 
event of an emergency, and does provide for various steps to be taken and for plans to be developed. 

Helen Haynes stated that the Sheriff performs many functions by virtue of his status as an elected officer, 
but his function as the coordinator of the Cook County Emergency Management Agency is performed 
because the President appointed him to that position. 
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Chairman Hansen stated that the First thing the Administration Committee needs to do is obtain a copy of 
the Cook County Emergency Management Agency Ordinance and related documents. 

Commissioner Murphy, seconded by Commissioner Steele, moved to continue with the 
investigation and gather all materials from the City of Chicago and the State to find out exactly 
what can be done and also to include further examination of the electrical capabilities in total. The 
motion carried. 

Commissioner Murphy moved to adjourn the meeting, seconded by Commissioner Gorman. The 
motion carried and the meeting was adjourned.

Your Committee on Construction of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met pursuant to notice 
on Wednesday, July 23, 2003 at the hour of 10:00 A.M. in the Board Room, Room 569, County Building, 
118 North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois, to consider the proposed demolition or reuse of the old Cook 
County Hospital facility. Further, the County's consultants would be asked to provide a summary of the 
engineering condition reports for the demolition of the old hospital building and to allow for public 
comment. 
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Vice Chairman Butler stated that first the committee would hear from the representatives that have been 
working with the old Cook County Hospital Building since the County Board passed the resolution to 
demolish the old structure. After the representatives have spoken then commissioners will have time to 
ask questions.

In response to Commissioner Steele's question regarding the assessments of the buildings, Deborah 
Sawyer stated that the summary that the commissioners received include all of the buildings, although 
each building is described separately. 

Commissioner Steele asked if the powerhouse was the largest demolition project. 

Ms. Sawyer stated that environmentally speaking no; it is not the largest project, the main hospital 
building is the largest. 

Commissioner Daley asked if any of the containers that were found were filled. 

Deborah Sawyer stated that some of the containers were filled and some were partially filled. 

Commissioner Suffredin asked Ms. Sawyer if she had any infonnation on the current integrity of the 
foundations and structure of the main hospital building and was any work done to analyze the 
foundations. 


Deborah Sawyer stated that it was not part of their scope of work. 

In response to Commissioner Collins’s question regarding whether the report will be used as part of the 
calculation of what the expected cost will be in terms of the overall environmental assessment and 
abatement, Michael LaMont stated that this is a summary of what the consultant prepared and they base 
cost estimates off of what they found. 

Commissioner Collins asked if the base costs for the abatement are available. 


Michael LaMont stated that it was distributed to the commissioners with the handout regarding the 
demolition. 

Commissioner Collins asked if the abatement is a separate cost from the actual demolition. 

Michael LaMont stated that there are two contracts; one for abatement and one for demolition. 
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In response to Commissioner SiIvestri's question regarding whether the environmental condition of the 
main hospital is better or worse than the other buildings in question, Ms. Sawyer responded that there is 
no quality answer. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked if the environmental abatement will have any impact on the structural 
quality of the main hospital building. 

Deborah Sawyer stated that in order to remove all the asbestos containing material, minor amounts of 
demolition must occur. 

In response to Commissioner Silvestri’s question regarding the estimate on the time that it will take to 
complete the environmental abatement of the building, Mr. LaMont stated that it would take 
approximately four months for the main hospital. 

Commissioner Peraica asked where is Environmental Design International, Inc. in the planning schedule 
in terms of the consulting schedule. 

Deborah Sawyer stated as of July 1 the design was at 50%. 

Commissioner Peraica asked in regards to the Summary Campus Master Plan that was provided by 
Michael LaMont, it stated that reuse of the main building would cost over $200 million, what was the 
basis for this conclusion. 

Michael LaMont stated that the numbers alone were initially from a study done in 1988, which was done 
to renovate the existing buildings versus building a new hospital. The Office of Capital Planning and 
Policy took those figures and escalated them up 15 years and came up with the figure. 

Commissioner Peraica asked if any updates have been done since the August 2002 report was issued. 

Michael LaMont stated that no further calculations have been done. The mission has been to prepare for 
the demolition of the buildings. 

Commissioner Peraica asked if the estimates that were provided by Deborah Sawyer are realistic. 

Michael LaMont stated that the Office of Capital Planning and Policy has not done any independent 
estimating and tabulation, we stand by the estimates that EDI has reported. 

In response to Commissioner Peraica's question regarding saving any of the equipment or materials that 
would be salvageable or that any value can be recovered for them, Michael LaMont stated that the Board 
and the Office of Capital Planning and Policy had approved salvaging the three emergency generators 
which were installed during the first round of demolition to clear the site. 

Commissioner Hansen asked if the tanks that need to be removed are reusable. 

Deborah Sawyer stated that the 275-gallon tank is a day tank associated with a large tank that is part of 
the powerhouse. 

Commissioner Hansen asked what is the status of the electric in the main building. 

Steve Sovak, Vice President, WMA Consulting Engineers, stated that in the main building the electric is 
very old. 
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Commissioner Hansen asked what year the electrical risers were installed. 

Steve Sovak stated that he does not have that information. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s question regarding the plumbing, Steve Sovak stated that there is 
some renovation in progress. 

Steve Sovak stated that there is no incoming utility company service coming to the main building, it is all 
sub-fed. 

In response to Commissioner Quigley’s question regarding putting out an RFP, Michael LaMont stated 
that the Office of Capital Planning and Policy has been asked by the County Board to proceed with the 
demolition plan. The Board has been following the requirements of the City of Chicago and the Medical 
District. A new hospital could have not been built without going on record stating that the old hospital 
would be demolished. 

Vice Chairman Butler stated that if Michael LaMont had been told by the Board to go out for an RFP the 
Board would have a RFP. Further Chairman Butler stated that until the newer commissioners came to the 
Board there was no question as to what would happen to the old hospital. 

In response to Commissioner Goslin’s question regarding when the specifications were developed for the 
equipment, will it reflect that there may be equipment that can be reused and will have a useful life 
elsewhere, Steve Sovak stated that under normal demolition contracts, if there was no interest regarding 
the equipment the contractor can do as he chooses. Further he stated that the demolition contractors are 
experienced on finding deals for reuse of that type of equipment. 

Steve Sovak also stated that you must be clear in the documents what the intent is, because if it is to be 
removed and given to an outside party the contractor would have to provide the information and would 
have to reflect it in his bid. 

Commissioner Goslin asked Walker Johnson, Principal, Johnson-Lasky Architects, to comment on the 
historical significance, if any on the facades. 

Walker Johnson stated that as far as he knows, it is terra cotta; and it is cracked, fragile and pieces have 
fallen off the building. Further, he stated that if the facade is to be removed and reused it needs to be 
taken apart carefully. 

Commissioner Goslin asked what would be involved in restoring the building into a condition that would 
make it safe and would restore it to its original design purpose. 

Walker Johnson stated that the first job you would have to do is to provide a detailed exterior condition 
report; second the elements that are in danger of falling would be removed at the point at which they were 
being examined and some temporary patches would be made; third you would need to reorder 
replacement pieces; fourth the investigator would decide on how to repair or stabilize the remaining 
elements. 

Commissioner Goslin asked if this would be a job that could be completed in a weekend or is it 
something that would take longer to complete. 

Mr. Johnson stated that if it’s removed it would take from three to six months. 
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Commissioner Daley asked if Mr. Johnson was able to check with the hospital archives to see where the 
murals could be. 

Mr. Johnson stated that he attempted to, but the hospital had no records. 

Commissioner Suffredin asked if the information is strong enough to put the building on the National 
Register. 

Walker Johnson stated that he couldn’t answer the question. 

Commissioner Hansen asked Mr. LaMont to contact the Art Institute and the Historical Society regarding 
the search for the picture. 

Commissioner Moreno asked Gary Mundinger of McDonough Associates if he knew how much money, 
and for what projects the money was directed to in order to maintain the stability and the sound condition 
of the hospital from that point to the present. 

Mr. Mundinger stated that he couldn't answer the commissioner's question at this time. But he does 
know that there was a lot of work done to stabilize and maintain the hospital in a safe condition, as well as 
meet code requirements or code demands by the various regulatory officials when it was the hospital. 

Commissioner Moreno stated that the cost estimate indicated that it would take approximately $200 
million dollars in 1998 dollars to bring it up to speed to comply with the codes in existence at that time. 

Gary Mundinger stated that he was not the one that put together the 2002 report. He would have to go 
back and look at the report. 

Commissioner Hansen asked what type of problems did McDonough see with the nurses building, that is 
now the administration building. 

Mr. Mundinger stated that he believes that he saw very similar problems in all of the buildings. The 
mechanical systems and plumbing systems were original systems which all outlived their live expectancy 
of 50 years. There was deterioration of the windows and roofing, however he does not recall a specific 
issue related to structural. He does recall that the floor-to-floor heights in the nurses building are very 
limited when you get above the second or third floor for a long time there was discussion about providing 
air conditioning in the building and the limitation of floor-to-floor height made it difficult to 
accommodate any sort of centralized air conditioning system. 

Vice Chairman Butler called on Mr. Kehar S. Soodan, President, Soodan & Associates to address the 
exterior facade issues. 

Commissioner Moreno asked Mr. Soodan if his contract with Cook County recommended to do cost 
analysis that would involve maintaining the facade throughout the forty buildings. 

Kehar Soodan stated not at this time. 

Commissioner Moreno asked Mr. Soodan if he had an opinion as to what it would cost to make safe the 
facade at Cook County Hospital. 

Mr. Soodan stated that it would require further investigation, you would have to go over every square 
inch of the exterior. 
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Commissioner Moreno asked what would the further investigation cost going by square inch. 

Mr. Soodan stated that at this time he doesn't have an answer. He further stated that it would probably 
take over a couple of months to complete the report; it would be done on a swing stage with the engineers 
and architects, which are the ones that would be looking at the work that is completed. Finally the data 
would be put together with cameras and different instruments; and then we would attempt the cost 
estimate. Mr. Soodan stated when the Cook County Building was done it cost over $200,000. 

Commissioner Hansen asked to what degree a landmark preservation issue is taken up formally by the 
Medical District and how is it rated when you need to come to a conclusion on such a thing as demolition 
of the old hospital; or is not taken into consideration. 

Tom Livingston, Director, Illinois Medical District Commission, stated that the Medical District would 
normally defer to other Federal and State designations on landmark status. If there is something that has a 
landmark status and has been designated by an outside official body, the Medical District would respond. 
But their aren't any internal policies about landmark preservation, because of the fact that there are other 
individuals that the Medical District works with. 

Commissioner Steele asked what is the Illinois Medical District Commission mandated to do. 

Tom Livingston stated that the Illinois Medical District is mandated to conduct programming and 
practices, which encourage the development of research facilities, treatment facilities in an integrated 
manner within the 560-acre Medical District. Also the Medical District is directly mandated to operate 
the Chicago Technology Park, which includes five or six buildings for small healthcare related 
commercial businesses that are growing. In closing he stated that their agency is a combination of 
overlay zoning responsibility, which is officially designated in their act and also economic development. 

Commissioner Steele asked if development of condominiums is included. 

Mr. Livingston stated that condominiums are not allowable. 

Commissioner Moreno asked if a landmark building causes a problem or hinders the overall plan of the 
Medical District. 

Tom Livingston stated that the Illinois Medical District would have to take into consideration any sort of 
outside officially designated individual. Federal, State, City or County that would designate any edifice in 
the Medical District of that nature. Further he stated that the Medical District is not a unilateral 
organization. The Medical District has an act that must be followed in terms of growth and 
redevelopment. 

Commissioner Moreno asked if the Illinois Medical District would do anything outside of their charge 
that would require an amendment to the enabling statute that created the District in order to be completed. 

Mr. Livingston stated that it would depend on the degree and scope. But likely the Medical District 
would have to amend legislatively the act. 

Chairman Sims asked if there was a development of the old Cook County Hospital other than medical; 
and there was a need in the District to build a research center later, where would the Illinois Medical 
District have to reach out to in order to develop the research center. 
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Tom Livingston stated that the Medical District would reach out for new research space that would be in a 
new facility in the District Development Area, which is south of Roosevelt Road. 


Vice Chairman Butler asked if a traffic study has been conducted in tenns of traffic patterns and parking 
relative to a proposed new use of the old building. 

Tom Livingston stated that there has not been one attached with the new use of the old building; but 
several traffic studies have been conducted which assume that the old hospital would be demolished. 
Under the current circumstances traffic has been chronically problematic in the area on Harrison Street in 
front of the old hospital, which has long been cited as a problem that would be mitigated when the old 
hospital had been demolished.

Further she stated that like 
Vice Chairman Butler, she is also concerned about the parking for the doctors and the people that come to 
the hospital and can’t find a parking space. 

Commissioner Hansen moved to adjourn the meeting, seconded by Commissioner Silvestri. The 
motion carried and the meeting was adjourned.

If there is something that has a 
landmark status and has been designated by an outside official body, the Medical District would respond. 
But their aren't any internal policies about landmark preservation, because of the fact that there are other 
individuals that the Medical District works with. 

Commissioner Steele asked what is the Illinois Medical District Commission mandated to do. 
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Tom Livingston stated that the Illinois Medical District is mandated to conduct programming and 
practices, which encourage the development of research facilities, treatment facilities in an integrated 
manner within the 560-acre Medical District. Also the Medical District is directly mandated to operate 
the Chicago Technology Park, which includes five or six buildings for small healthcare related 
commercial businesses that are growing. In closing he stated that their agency is a combination of 
overlay zoning responsibility, which is officially designated in their act and also economic development. 

Commissioner Steele asked if development of condominiums is included. 

Mr. Livingston stated that condominiums are not allowable. 

Commissioner Moreno asked if a landmark building causes a problem or hinders the overall plan of the 
Medical District. 


Tom Livingston stated that the Illinois Medical District would have to take into consideration any sort of 
outside officially designated individual, Federal, State, City or County that would designate any edifice in 
the Medical District of that nature. Further he stated that the Medical District is not a unilateral 
organization. The Medical District has an act that must be followed in terms of growth and 
redevelopment. 

Commissioner Moreno asked if the Illinois Medical District would do anything outside of their charge 
that would require an amendment to the enabling statute that created the District in order to be completed. 

Mr. Livingston stated that it would depend on the degree and scope. But likely the Medical District 
would have to amend legislatively the act. 

Commissioner Sims asked if there was a development of the old Cook County Hospital other than 
medical; and there was a need in the District to build a research center later, where would the Illinois 
Medical District have to reach out to in order to develop the research center. 


Tom Livingston stated that the Medical District would reach out for new research space that would be in a 
new facility in the District Development Area, which is south of Roosevelt Road. 

Chairman Butler asked if a traffic study has been conducted in terms of traffic patterns and parking 
relative to a proposed new use of the old building. 

Tom Livingston stated that there has not been one attached with the new use of the old building; but 
several traffic studies have been conducted which assume that the old hospital would be demolished. 
Under the current circumstances traffic has been chronically problematic in the area on Harrison Street in 
front of the old hospital, which has long been cited as a problem that would be mitigated when the old 
hospital had been demolished.

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Commissioner Hansen stated that the County's own Planning Department needs to address the disparity 
in costs between cost per square foot between what they have cited, S240, and the figures that Ronald 
Shipka gave. 

Chairman Butler asked Michael LaMont to address the commissioners regarding the figures. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen's question regarding that the figures may reflect on the credibility 
of the Administration, Michael LaMont, Director, Office of Capital Planning and Policy, stated the Office 
of Capital Planning and Policy has not been asked at any time to conduct exhaustive studies for the reuse 
of the old hospital building. It has previously stated the numbers that were used are over 15 years old and 
the consultants who were asked at that time to look at the reuse of the building versus building a new 
hospital. The report dates back to 1988. From those numbers, which he stated that he couldn't speak to. 
the Board relied upon those numbers at that time in terms of building a new hospital or rehabbing the old, 
the numbers merely escalated, those numbers from 1988 to 2003. Nothing else was done to those 
numbers. 

Commissioner Hansen stated that the hearing has been very productive. 

Commissioner Moreno stated that before the County proceeds anywhere, he thinks that the County should 
confer with the Illinois Medical District and the City of Chicago, to see whether or not the legal 
requirements that the County has been bound to and accepted for the construction and licensing of the 
new hospital can be amended. Then it would be appropriate to consider the RFP’s. 

Chairman Butler asked Michael LaMont to give the developers instructions on how they can sign up to go 
through the old hospital and purchase whatever materials are available. 

Michael LaMont stated that there was a sign up sheet outside of the boardroom and about 10 developers 
had signed up. The purpose of the sign up sheet was to get the address and telephone numbers of the 
developers for the purpose of conducting the site tour. The developers will be contacted and a packet of 
information will be sent out for a site tour. Further he stated that the developers would have to sign 
waiver of release forms for any individuals w'ho want to come into the building. Once the material is 
received back by August 1, the Office of Capital Planning and Policy, based on that information they will 
be able to determine how many walk-throughs are needed. The walk-through will be from the basement 
to the roof of the main hospital building only. 

Michael LaMont stated that there was a sheet on the sign up table that indicated the reports that have been 
done and the available documentation on the hospital. Mr. LaMont stated that the entire reports are being 
made available at Cushing & Company for anyone who wishes to obtain a copy for a cost. 

Chairman Butler thanked everyone for coming. He stated that for ten years the Commissioners have 
known that the old hospital would be demolished. He stated that he does not have a personal problem 
with doing either thing. But it sounds as though that the Commissioners have made a decision in a 
vacuum and that the Commissioners did not consider any of the alternatives that have been presented and 
that is not true. 

Additionally, Chairman Butler stated that the County still does not know the value of the land or are we 
just giving it to the developers or are they prepared to purchase it, and how much will it cost. Finally, he 
stated whatever the decision of the Board, he hopes that it would be in the best interest of the tax payers 
and not in the interest of personal gain for the developers, or personal honors for those who have to vote 
one way or the other. 
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Chairman Butler stated that the questions he raised about traffic are serious to him, and it is a 
consideration that has not been discussed and it needs to be discussed. He asked the developers that when 
they come back with their proposals to include traffic and parking. 

Commissioner Sims thanked everyone for coming and giving their presentation. Further she stated that 
like Chairman Butler, she is also concerned about the parking for the doctors and the people that come to 
the hospital and can’t find a parking space. 

Commissioner Hansen moved to adjourn the meeting, seconded by Commissioner Silvestri. The 
motion carried and the meeting was adjourned.

Cook County Board of Commissioners: 

I hereby appoint Mr. EMANUEL “CHRIS" WELCH to the Des Plaines Valley Mosquito 

Abatement District, for a term to expire December 1,2004. 

I submit this communication for your approval. 

Mr. Welch stated the following: 

To the Honorable John H. Stroger, Jr., County Recorder of Deeds Eugene “Gene" Moore. Chairman 
Suffredin and Commissioners, thank you for this opportunity to speak to such an esteemed Body this 
morning. An opportunity like this one comes along on very rare occasions, and with all the other 
qualified people that could have been considered, I am humbled and proud of the fact that I have been 
chosen to be with you here today. As such, if I am appointed to the Des Plaines Valley Mosquito 
Abatement District, I will not disappoint you. 1 will not disappoint you because, I truly believe in this 
community, in which I have spent my entire life. Thirty-two years ago I was bom in Melrose Park and 
shortly after I was bom my family moved to Maywood. When I was just about to enter the eight grade, 
my family moved to Bellwood, where many of my family still reside today. I am a graduate of Roosevelt 
Junior High School in Bellwood, Proviso West High School in Hillside, Northwestern University in 
Evanston, and John Marshall Law School in Chicago. As you can see, Cook County, Proviso Township 
and the entire Des Plaines Valley Mosquito Abatement District is in my blood, because this is the 
community in which I’ve lived my entire life. 

After graduating from Law School in 1997, I joined the Law Finn of Sanchez and Daniels, where I 
worked for six years, until I left in June of this year to join the Finn of James J. Roach and Associates. 
My practice of law has focused on personal injury cases, consumer fraud cases, real estate matters and 
municipal and school law. Shortly after graduating from law school in 1999 I purchased a home in 
Hillside, and quickly started looking for ways to give back to my community. Since 2000, I have served 
as Chainnan of the Hillside Human Relations Commission, and in 2001 I was elected to the Proviso 
Township High School District 209 Board of Education, serving Proviso East and Proviso West High 
Schools. From November 2001 to April 2001 I served the Board as the Vice President, and this year my 
colleagues unanimously elected me as Board President. As President of the District 209 School Board, I 
am proud to say that in less than two full years on the Board, my colleagues and I have put policies into 
place that have led to grades improving twelve percent in just one quarter. The average daily attendance 
rose fourteen percentage points in just one year from a dismal 80% to 94%, and we have increased 
parental involvement to an all-time high, among other things that we have accomplished. As a result of 
our work on the Board the last two years, our slate of candidates swept the April 1, 2003 election, and 
broke all time records for turn out for a school board race in Proviso Township. 

Commissioners, I believe my love for this community, my legal background, and my experience working 
on governmental boards will make me an excellent member of the Des Plaines Valley Mosquito 
Abatement District. As a member of this community and a leader to many in Proviso Township, 1 believe 
people want to live in communities that are safe and free from harm. With the fear of the West Nile virus 
prevalent among us, we need someone on the Abatement District who will always remember to be 
accountable, responsible, and committed to the community. Commissioners, if you honor me with your 
vote I will work hard to make all of you proud. Thank you very much. 

Commissioner Gorman moved to approve the nomination, seconded by Commissioner Sims. 
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Chairman Suffredin asked whether there were any questions. 

Commissioner Peraica stated that he had some concerns regarding Mr. Welch's overwhelming 
responsibilities, possible conflict of interest, and his association with Anthony Bruno. He asked whether, 
as a Senior Associate, Mr. Welch had supervisory responsibilities. 

Mr. Welch clarified that he had advisory responsibilities. 

Commissioner Peraica asked whether Mr. Welch had a significant caseload. 

Mr. Welch replied in the affirmative. 

Commissioner Peraica asked whether Mr. Welch has served as president of the School Board of District 
209 since 2001. 

Mr. Welch replied in the affirmative. 

Commissioner Peraica asked whether Mr. Welch’s firm was appointed to represent elementary school 
District 88, a feeder elementary school into District 209. 

Mr. Welch replied in the affirmative and clarified that the firm was hired by the elementary school before 
he joined the firm, and that his involvement in both school districts was mutually enhancing. 

Commissioner Peraica asked whether Mr. Welch serves as Proviso Township Democratic deputy 
committeeman. 

Mr. Welch replied in the negative. 

Commissioner Peraica asked whether Mr. Welch thought he would have enough time to be an effective 
member of the Mosquito Abatement District, given all his other responsibilities, as outlined above. 

Mr. Welch replied that he has not yet missed a board meeting and that he is actively involved in 
everything he enters into. 

Commissioner Peraica asked whether Mr. Welch sees any conflict of interest in serving on the Board of 
Proviso West and having the feeder elementary school 88 as a client. 

Mr. Welch answered in the negative. 

Commissioner Peraica asked Mr. Welch to defend his judgment, as president of the Proviso West Board, 
in hiring Anthony Bruno-who had been disbarred-as a consultant. 

Mr. Welch replied that he did not hire Mr. Bruno as a lawyer but as a consultant, a proven consultant, as 
described by the Pioneer Press three weeks ago and that Mr. Bruno has helped the school district gain 
access where it before could not. 

Vice Chairman Silvestri asked what the salary is of a Des Plaines Valley Mosquito Abatement District 
Board member. 

Chairman Suffredin replied that the salary is zero, nor is there a per-diem payment or any benefits. 
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Commissioner Peraica asked whether the recent abuse of credit cards by employees of the school district 
falls under the current board's watch. 

Mr. Welch replied that this is true, but that the practice had been going on before the current 
administration, and that internal audits put into place by this administration Finally brought this activity to 
light. 

Commissioner Peraica asked how many townships are covered under the Des Plaines Valley Mosquito 
Abatement District. 

Mr. Welch responded he did not completely know the answer to this question. 

Commissioner Peraica asked which townships are included. 

Mr. Welch responded that he did not completely know the answer to this question either. 

Commissioner Peraica asked whether Mr. Welch knew the size of the budget for the Des Plaines Valley 
Mosquito Abatement District. 

Mr. Welch replied that while he did not know, he would work hard to find out the answers to these 
questions. 

Vice Chairman Silvestri asked whether Mr. Welch believes there exists a conflict of interest between 
anything that he currently does and being a member of the Des Plaines Valley Mosquito Abatement 
District. 

Mr. Welch replied in the negative. 

Vice Chairman Silvestri asked Mr. Welch to explain the process by which Mr. Bruno was hired. 

Mr. Welch explained that the Superintendent places items on the agenda for board consideration, and 
after board discussion the board votes on an item. 

Vice Chairman Silvestri noted that school boards contain seven members, and he asked how many 
members voted for Mr. Bruno. 

Mr. Welch replied that he thought it was a 5-2 issue.
